Dr. Tsiang is an outspoken delegate to the sessions at Lake Success. 


His career started with an American education in the early twenties and thence 
to the founding in China of a liberal independent political weekly "The Independent 
Critic", which, during the period preceding World War II, was the most influential 
political journal in China. 


Dr. Tsiang represented China on UNRRA councils in the first years of the war and 
in 1945, headed CNRRA where he put into force a solid plan of relief and rehabilita- 
tion for his country. Since that time he hàs represented China on the Economic Com- 
mission for Asia and the Far East and has held his present post since June, 1947. He 
was one of China's delegates to the General Assembly of 1947 in Paris.
